The Tripartite Treaty. 
What has. become of the “ triple league” 
between England, France and Spain, offens- 
ive and defensive, against the United 
States, which the London correspondent of 
the Tribune announced by Atlantic Cable 
some weeks ago?

but we were not aware that it exhausted 
itself so.completely in a‘ single announce- 
ment, We expected to find the telegraphic 
declaration followed up, in due course of 
mail, by full particulars of the progress of 
the attempt, and the specific character of the 
arrangements which were to be concluded. 
But thus far we have been disappointed. 
The whole thing hangs fire. 

We suspect this attempt at a tripartite 
coalition ‘has never ‘been seriously under- 
taken. The day has gone by when the three 
powers named could hope to form such a 
treaty, as against the United States. Their 


-anterests are by no. means so identical as 


they used to be, and each of the three na- 
tions has special difficulties which demand 
its own attention at home. The Emperor of 


‘the French is a good déal more anx- 


ious. to strengthen. his . government 
and perpetuate his dynasty in France, 
than to engage’ in a quarrel with the 
United States, for the benefit of either Eng- 
land or Spain. ‘The Government of Spain 
has quite enough to engage ite attention 
‘within its own jurisdiction, to allow it to 
devote either thought or strength to the af- 
fairs of other nations’. She ie much more 
likely to tty to sell Cuba for money to pay 
her debts, and reéstablish tranquillity in 
Spain, than to enter upon & war, with Eng- 
land and’ France as allies, for the preserva- 
tion of a province that has ceased to be of 
value to her. And ‘as for England, she has 
not.the slightest thought of going to war 
with us; unless we force it upon her. The
